“The next time, no one was 
there to help her,” said Nan- 
cy’s other sister, Lorraine, 60. 

“After the murder, a lot of 
girls called and said he’d near- 
ly beaten them to death, too!” 

In 1985, Nancy’s family won 
a $500,000 wrongful death 
suit against Snuka, but never 
collected because he said he 
didn’t have the money. 

Then came years of silence - 
until his book came out. 

In his 2012 autobiography, 
Snuka - now 72 and battling 
stomach cancer - admitted his 
life was “crazy,” and detailed 
his cocaine and steroid abuse 
and battles with women. 

“It infuriated us because he 
had the audacity to say she 
(Nancy) ruined his life,” Lou- 
ise said. 

In reaction, the sisters 
worked on a 2013 book, “Jus- 
tice Denied,” to set the record 
straight. All proceeds go to a 
charity for battered women. 

Then two years ago, a local

newspaper article marking 
the 30th anniversary of Nan- 
cy’s death revealed the find- 
ings of her autopsy, which 
had been withheld from the 
public because the case was 
considered “open.” 

“It clearly stated that Nancy 
was the victim of foul play,” 
said Lorraine. 

The sisters peppered the 
new district attorney with 
calls and letters, demand- 
ing Snuka be arrested. They 
pointed to the previously ig- 
nored report and his written 
admissions. 

On Sept. 1, a new grand 
jury indicted Snuka on third- 
degree murder and man- 
slaughter charges. The for- 
mer pro wrestler faces 
20 to 40 years behind bars. 

“I hope they send him to 
jail,” Lorraine said, “before 
God sends him to hell!” ne

Spitfire pilot 
Joy takes to 
the skies one 
more time ^ 


M ore than 70 years after her final 
mission as one of England’s elite 
female World War II pilots, Joy 
Lofthouse got the chance to 
soar once more! 

Joy, 92, climbed into the cockpit of 
the iconic Spitfire plane, and then sailed 
through the skies over England. 

“It’s incredible to be in a Spitfire again 
after so long,” gushed Joy. “It’s the 
nearest thing to having wings of your 
own and flying.” 

Joy took to the air for the 70th an- 
niversary of VE Day, which marks 
Germany’s surrender to the Allied forc- 
es in 1945. During the war, she was one 
of 164 women in a group of pilots in the 
Air Transport Auxiliary, also known as 
the “Attagirls.” The group delivered 


over 308,000 military aircraft from 
factories to airfields for fighter pilots, 
and returned their planes for repair. 

“In many ways we were trailblazers 
for female pilots in the RAF (Royal Air 
Force),” Joy said. At times, the Attagirls 
had just 30 minutes with a handbook to 
learn how to fly the aircraft they were 
charged with delivering to the front 
lines and bringing home. At one point, 
losses were so great the casualty rate 
hit one in six of the women. 

“The weather was our biggest enemy. 
There were a couple of times when I 
thought I’d lost one of my nine lives,” 
revealed Joy, who was trained to fly 38 
different kinds of aircraft. 

Of riding the Spitfire again, she said: 
“It made me feel quite young!” ne

“Despite her descent into heroin ad- 
diction, Burt gave $500 to her to enter 
a rehab program, then hired Judy back 
to work at his Florida dinner theater in 
the mid-’70s.

FELINE VESTIBULAR DISEASE 

Our cat has suddenly lost her 
balance. Her head tilts, her 
eyes twitch and she staggers 
around. She has improved a 
little since it started. Help! 


These signs are most often 
caused by a middle ear infec- 
tion or idiopathic vestibular 
disease. Rarely, the signs can 
be the side effect of certain 
drugs. An examination by your 
vet is in order. If no drugs are 
involved and your vet elimi- 
nates an ear infection, the 
cause is most likely idiopathic 
vestibular disease. The im- 
provement you observed is 
actually compensation as the 


loss of balance will be lifelong. 
No treatment is available, but 
most cats can continue to live 
safely and comfortably in- 
doors. You may need to alter 
the placement of your cat’s 
food and water, and cut down 
the side of her litter box to 
make entering it easier for her.
